W a n t a nice quiet vacation where there are 
no crowds, no pollution—only fantastic plant 
and animal life and a myriad of shapes and 
colors you’ve probably never even imagined? 
It’s not a dream, but rather the newest thing in public rec­ 
reation—underwater parks. 
In fact, the fantastic world under the sea is shaping up to 
be the country’s next outdoors attraction. There are already 
underwater parks in Florida, the Virgin Islands, and under­ 
water preserves slated to become parks soon in California. 
All share the common goal to introduce the public to the 
lovely and exciting scenes beneath the sea and, simultaneous­ 
ly, to protect marine life from the ravages of commercial 
exploitation that has spoiled many land resorts. 
Most popular of the underwater vacation spots is Florida’s 
John Pennekamp Coral Reef State Park. It encompasses 75 
square miles in an area off Key Largo in the Atlantic On 
shore are 72 acres of campgrounds, parking, a children’s 
playground, and other similar park facilities. But what brings 
thousands of visitors each year to this park is what lies be­ 
neath the sparkling water of the Largo Sound. Here is the 
only living reef formation along the coast of North America 
and has startling varieties of tropical fish and other sea life. 
To explore this magical marine world, visitors should ex­ 
pect to get more than their feet wet. Divers able to use scuba 
equipment have the best opportunity to explore the park’s 
depths. But for those not qualified to use such gear, simple 
snorkel masks provide an entry into the silent and mysterious 
domain of the sea. For those who prefer not to get even that 
close to the water, the park provides glass-bottom boats which 
cruise atop clear waters over multi-colored reefs. 


^^alifornia plans to develop a string of underwater parks 
along her spectacular Pacific Ocean coastline. The first is ex­ 
pected to be at Point Lobos, a dramatic park reserve just a 
few miles down the rugged cliffline from picturesque Mon­ 
terey. It has long attracted divers eager to explore its incred­ 
ible canyons, bridges, caves, and tunnels. 
Another California site for an underwater park is slated to 
be at Torrey Pines in San Diego county. Its features include 
a rock bottom, two submarine canyons with great gorges and 
distinctive marine biological life. As a bonus to visitors is the 
possibility of finding prehistoric Indian artifacts, as the area 
underwater was an Indian campsite 7,000 years ago. 
Robert Bates, a member of the California Advisory Board 
on Underwater Parks and Reserves, calls marine recreation 
an “overlooked baby” in the total outdoor recreation scene. 
He and other experts have been working for over three years 
planning for a network of underwater parks. 
With proper support from Government agencies and a con­ 
cerned public, undersea parks can one day soon join all the 
other types of American playgrounds. Paul E. Schulz, a U.S. 
National Park Service naturalist, sees the possibility of sight­ 
seeing submarines that can take visitors in complete safety 
and air-conditioned comfort through the scenic depths. Per­ 
haps even “trails” and tunnel walkways to permit nondivers 
to peer through glass-viewing ports. With such enthusiasm, 
there seems no problems ahead. Except maybe, how to keep 
the picnic basket dry. ♦ 
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CHP Stuck on 
The Case of 
Molasses Man 


LOS ANGELES (AP — The highw ay patrol is 
stuck on the case of the M ystery M olasses Man. 
His calling card — a gooey, slippery trail of mo­ 
lasses— gum m ed up a downtown freew ay onram p 
and the CHP adm itted over the w eekend th at he 
'seem s to have given them the slip. 
“ He laid down a whole patch of m olasses,” said 
CHP officer Ted Hohn after glum ly surveying the 
scene Friday. 
The “ p atch” coated the onram p’s entire 300-yard 
length, causing a hapless oil tanker in its wake to 
slide backw ard and jackknife into an abutm ent. The 
driver, uninjured, waded to dry pavem ent, leaving 
the tanker m ired. 
The highway patrol w asn’t stuck, however. Offi­ 
cers knew just w hat to do. Simply mix four tons of 
sand into 300 yards of m olasses, and the result is a 
m essy but negotiable pavem ent that officer Hon 
says produced “ a lot of sugar-coated tires.” 
The C H P’s expertness is based on experience. A 
'y ear ago, it seem s, on the sam e luckless freew ay 
onram p, the sam e thing happened: a load of m o­ 
lasses got dum ped. 
The CHP theory is th at the m olasses m an loads 
the tru ck ’s tank to the brim and when the truck tilts 
slightly on the ram p incline, the load shifts and the 
m olasses spills from the a ir vent. 
To nab the villain, the CHP sighs, they’d have to 
catch him in the act—or at least get a license num ­ 
ber. And all the trailing tanker driver saw was mo­ 
lasses. The CHP, with frustrated fairness, said that 
the M olasses Man could be from Portland, Ore., as 
well as from Los Angeles. 


30,000 Red 
Agents Reported 
In S. Viet Govt. 


NEW YORK (A P) — The New York Tim es said 
today the C entral 
Intelligence Agency has 
told 
President Nixon I hat m ore than 30,000 Comm unist 
agents have infiltrated the governm ent of South 
Vietnam . 
The Tim es said the CIA predicted a resurgence of 
Com m unist sirength as United States troops are 
w ithdraw n from South Vietnam . 
The report, the new spaper said, called the Com­ 
m unist apparatus “ virtually im possible to destroy” 
and listed as agents an aide to President Nguyen 
Van Thieu of South V ietnam , a form er province chief 
and high officials of the police and m ilitary intelli­ 
gence. 
In a dispatch frcm W ashington, the new spaper 
said: 
“ The CIA’s analysis does not assert or im ply that 
the South V ietnam ese governm ent is likely to fall in 
the next few m onths, the officials who have read it 
said. Nor does the study discount the likelihood that 
the South V ietnam ese A rm y will perform well in 
battle for som e tim e to come, as occurred in C am ­ 
bodia. 
“ W hat the study does imply, the officials said, is 
that the South V ietnam ese governm ent has little 
chance of enduring over the long run because of the 
great extent of Com m unist penetration.” 
White House officials confirm ed the existence of 
the report, the Tim es said, but they contended the 
report “ exaggerated the extent of infiltration and 
rejected the analysis as inaccurate and ‘overly pe - 
sim istic,” ’ a view said to be shared by President 
Nixon.

If the 
blood vessels to the heart are 
too diseased, usually from fat 
deposits in the wall of the ar­ 
teries, they cannot dilate and 
you cannot increase the blood 
flow or oxyygen supply to the 
heart muscle. In severe states 
this may cause heart pain or 
even a heart attack. 
Exercise that involve

m u s c l e groups doesn’t use 
enough energy to cause a sig 
nificant work load for the heart. 
Running uses lots of muscles 
and requires a lot of oxygen so 
it causes the heart to work 
hearder. 
The right kind of exercise will 
strengthen the heart 
muscle 
and improve its own blood sup­ 
ply by increasing the size and 
number of open blood vessels in 
the heart muscle. If that is 
your goal, exercise such as wal­ 
king, jogging, running, dancing, 
swimming or other events that 
use lots of muscles is the way 
to accomplish this. But all of 
this must be done gradually if 
you are not already in peak 
condition.

until

want to avoid problems. 
The work of the heart muscle 
d e p e n d s 
upon 
how much 
blood it must pump and at what 
pressure. The blood pumped is 
literally the weight the heart 
muscle must lift and the pres­ 
sure is the force that must be 
applied to the weight of the 
blood. If you are one with high 
blood pressure you have to be 
careful what kind of exercise 
program you use.

Electricity brings us light, conditions the air 
we breathe, keeps food fresh, and brings 
the w orld within our reach by radio and 
television. 
In factories, electricity is essential to keep 
production lines rolling. Without it, there 
would be fewer jobs and less prosperity. On 
the farm, electricity pumps water to irrigate 
crops, and does everything from milking 
cows to coaxing chickens to lay more eggs. 
Fortunately, electricity is clean, flameless, 


odorless and doesn’t create by-products of 
combustion at its point of use. 
Everything man does has some effect on 
the environment, and the production and dis­ 
tribution of electricity are not exceptions. But 
if we failed to supply electricity for the facto­ 
ries, farms and homes in the 14-county area 
we serve in Central and Southern California, 
the impact on all our lives would be devastat­ 
ing. After all, electricity is one energy we 
cannot do without. 


Two of our major goals are to continue to 
supply ample and reliable electricity and to 
work to improve the environment with rela­ 
tion to our generating plants and other facili­ 
ties. We’d like to tell you how we do it. 
Water was once the primary source of 
power used to spin the turbines that gener­ 
ated electricity for Central and Southern 
California. To trap the melting snows in the 
High Sierra, Edison created the vast Big 
Creek Hydroelectric Project. It meant open­ 


by helping to improve the environment 


ing up a mountain wilderness and building 
a network of dams and power plants. Today 
“ Big Creek’’ provides electricity for hundreds 
of thousands of people. 
It also provides a vacation paradise for the 
public to enjoy, including campgrounds, six 
major man-made lakes and streams well- 
stocked with trout. 
Moreover, “ Big Creek” means flood con­ 
trol and irrigation water for the farmlands of 
the San Joaquin Valley below. 


After most feasible hydroelectric sources 
for Edison customers had been tapped, 
Edison turned to fossil-fuel power plants as 
a primary source for the growing demand 
for electric energy. 
Power plants in Southern California have 
never been the major contributor to air pol­ 
lution, but when fuel is burned in power 
plants, certain by-products of combustion 
are released into the atmosphere. This is true 
when burning gas or oiliin power plants, gas 


in homes, or gasoline in autos. 
Edison launched extensive air pollution 
research programs over 15 years ago. We 
were among the first companies in the nation 
to activate such programs.

Preview Luncheon Set

There has been a good bit 
of nonsense 
written 
in the 
name of vintage wines and a 
lot of needless mystery has 
clouded the subject. 
Vintage simply means the 
year’s grape harvest and to 
refer to a vintage wine with­ 
out any further specification 
is 
pretty 
foolish when you 
thmk of it. Most wines come 
from 
grapes 
harvested 
in 
some vintage or other. 
But the precise year the 
wine was vinted is something 
else. Nature can be fickle, 
and vineyards can put out a 
great 
wine 
one 
year 
and 
come up with something infe­ 
rior the next. 
Take 1969 for instance. Up 
until the end of August, we 
are told, it was 
a 
perfect 
summer 
in 
the great 
Bor- 
deaus wine growing region of 
France. There were sunshiney 
days 
and 
cool 
nights 
that 
w e r e 
ideal 
for 
ripening 
grapes. 
Then 
suddenly, 
the 
skies 
opened up and Bordeaux was 
drenched by 23 days of pel­ 
ting rain out of the ensuing 
30. As a result, the grapes 
stopped ripening and secret­ 
ing 
sugar 
as 
good 
grapes 
should. What wine the Bor 
d e a u x vineyards produced 
that year was of high quality, 
but the output was only two 
thirds of normal. 
A friend of mine just re­ 
turned 
from 
the 
Bordeaux 
country, tells me the weather 
this summer has been con­ 
sistently good in that region, 
aftd the vintners are express­ 
ing guarded hope that the 
quality and quantity of their 
wine will be superior. 
Most people have an 


r i o r i t y complex when it 
comes to judging wine, feel­ 
ing that this should be left to 
experts with years of expe­ 
rience. But there are some 
simple 
guidelines 
that 
can 
enable even a neophyte to as­ 
sess the quality of the liquid 
in his goblet. Here are a few 
pointers. 
—Appearance. A good wine 
should be clear and shining, 
brighter in fact than the glass 
in which it is served. 


—Color. 
White 
should 
be 
pale, not yellow. Roses should 
range from medium to deep 
pink, never orange. And reds 
should go from ruby to pale 


orange. 
—Aroma. It may be nutty, 
flowery or fruity, but never 
sour or mouldy. 
—Taste. A good wine must 
taste mild and soft. 
Never 
acid or harsh. 
When 
cooking with 
wine, 
bear in mind that it should be 
used to round out the flavor 
of the dish or, in cases of 
game and some other meats, 
act as a merinade to tende­ 
rize it before cooking. 
Preferably use a dry wine 
in cooking, since a sweet one 
can overshadow the flavor of 
the dish, especially meat or 


fish. 
Fish 
is better cooked 
in 
white wine, but forget the old 
adages about red with 
red 
and white with white when 
cooking meat or fowl. You 
can use what ever your fancy 
dictates, as long as the wine 
is reasonably good. 
A good quality wine gives a 
elegance 
to 
most 
fish or fowl <h?hes and 
is well worth the mOpey in

I have a serious rheumatic heart condition and 
am in need of a bracelet for my wrist which costs 
$25. I have written and called Medic Alert Founda­ 
tion in Turlock, Calif., but to no avail. Can you help 
me obtain the bracelet as I have frequent blackouts 
due to my heart condition.—R.E. 
A Medic Alert Foundation International spokes­ 
man told Action Line that both your August and 
September letters were answered, providing you 
with an informational packet and application form 
for use in obtaining a Medic Alert bracelet. 
We have forwarded another application form to 
you. If you are without funds, also forward a state­ 
ment from your physician, social worker or the Red 
Cross stating that you are unable to pay for the 
bracelet, and it will be provided free of charge as 
the foundation has funds for this purpose. 
Medic Alert is a charitable, nonprofit, tax-exempt 
organization which provides a medical protection 
service for persons with any hidden medical prob­ 
lems that should be known in an emergency. Its 
purpose is to prevent tragic, even fatal mistakes in 
tV course of administering aid to such persons. 
The Medic Alert emblem on bracelet or necklace 
discs is recognized the world over, alerting doctors, 
police or others giving first aid to a person’s special 
modical problems. 
Ctl'.er than the basic information on the discs, 
Medic Alert maintains a central file in its Turlock 
headquarters with more complete medical informa­ 
tion on each member, addresses of their physicians 
and nearest relatives. 
This information is available to physicians and 
other authorized personnel 24 hours a day, via col­ 
lect telephone call.

Quebec Terror 
Tests Rule of Law 


A humor columnist writing about the abduction of 
two hostages by French Canadian terrorists might 
begin something like this: 
“ The trouble goes back to the failure of the P aris 
peace treaty of 1763 ending the French and Indian 
War to achieve a just and lasting peace in the dis­ 
puted Quebec area. The refugee cam ps set up on 
the Plains of Abraham, have become breeding 
grounds of guerrillas seeking . . . ” 
Such an attempted analogy with the situation in 
the Middle East would be less humorless than futile, 
however. 
While there is little to choose from between the 
terrorist tactics of the FLQ (the Front for the Libe­ 
ration of Quebec) and those of the P FLP (the Popu­ 
lar Front for the Liberation of Palestine), there are 
no obvious explanations for the existence of a Que­ 
bec “ liberation” or separatist movement in Canada 
more than 200 years after the British wrested it 
from France and more than 100 years after it was 
established as a nation, with Quebec as an integral 
part of it. 
The French-speaking minority (one-third of the to­ 
tal population) has, of course, long complained of 
discrimination at the hands of the dominant Eng­ 
lish-speaking majority. But today a French Canadian 
is prime minister and French has been elevated to 
equal status with English in the government. 
It is, in fact, the very success of French Cana­ 
dians in recent years in achieving economic and 
political equality that best explains the growth of 
separatist sentiments—sentiments that are not, how­ 
ever, shared by more than a sm all minority of Qué­ 
bécois. It is this resurgence of pride plus the fact 
that huge Quebec is, and has always been, a 
predominantly French province in the midst of 
English-speaking provinces. 
But how explain the terrorists, with their bombings 
and their kidnapings? Even the leader of the “ offi­ 
cial” separation party, the Parti Québécois, calls 
the FLQ “ a type of sewer rat with which every 
society is afflicted in its partisan slum s.” 
The FLQ is no more to be explained than those 
other sewer rats below the border, the Weathermen, 
though the FLQ does at least have some sort of 
rational goal beyond mere terrorism. 
There is only one way to deal with the rats. Un­ 
fortunately, refusal to pay the FLQ’s ransom de­ 
mands may cost more innocent lives in addition to 
those already destroyed by bombs set off by terror­ 
ists during the past 10 years or so. Much more, 
however, is at stake than individual lives. 
The whole concept of government under law is 
being “ tested to its uttermost” today, says Univers­ 
ity of Minnesota anthropologist E. Adamson Hoebel. 
Law “ is the m ajor tool of social control developed 
and used by 30.000 generations of men who preceded 
us” and must be preserved “ if we are to survive,” 
he told the 1970 UPI Editors and Publishers Confer­ 
ence in Williamsburg, Va. 
The distressing events in Canada provide only the 
latest underscoring of the truth of those words.

Nelson Rockefeller 
of New York may be just 
about the best campaigner in 
the United States. 
He has been running either 
for governor or president vir­ 
tually every two years since 
1958, but he’s still energetic, 
zestful, unflappable when the 
booing is rough, capable of 
turning a dry text almost into 
a comic strip. 


If he beats his unmagnetic 
but still potent Democratic 
adversary, Arthur Goldberg, 
the reasons will be many.

Rocky 
hasn’t lost the ability to draw

charge ever set off in the

States. 
Red 
China, 
which has never signed the 
treaty banning nuclear tests 
in the atmosphere, detonated 
above ground a bomb equiva­ 
lent to a force of about three 
million tons of TNT. It is the 
first 
Chinese 
test 
detected 
this 
year 
by 
the 
Atomic 
Energy Commission. 
Show of Strength 
The two m ajor communist 
nations are thus deliberately 
demonstrating their nuclear 
strength at a time when fric­ 
tion in the Middle East and 
Southeast Asia is a big worry 
to the world. Neither commu­ 
nist China 
nor 
the 
Soviet 
Union, which has professed to 
be anxious to work toward a 
limitation of strategic arm a­ 
ment, is manifesting an inter­ 
est in the making of peace or 
the prevention of war. 
Red China has given no in­ 
dication of a willingness to 
use its influence with North 
Vietnam to bring about a set­ 
tlement in Tndo-China. 
Early last month it was as­ 
sumed that the Soviet pre­ 
mier would come to 
New 
York City to participate in 
the 
commemoration of the 
United 
Nations 
anniversary 
and perhaps have talks with 
President Nixon. Instead, he 
is sending his foreign min­ 
ister to attend the function. 
So the sessions to be held in 
connection with the 25th anni­ 
versary of the United Nations 
and the meetings of the heads 
of state are not expected to 
be anything more than cere­ 
monial affairs. The problem 
of Indo-China and the acute 
situation in the Middle East 
are both being avoided. 
Meanwhile, 
a 
next-door 
neighbor of the United States 
— Canada — has established 
full diplomatic relations with 
communist China and hopes 
to serve as a "bridge” be­ 
tween the Asian nation and 
other countries, especially the 
United 
States. 
Canada, 
of 
course, has a vital interest in 
trade with Red China, which 


is one of tht largest custo­ 
mers for Canadian wheat. It 
is, in fact, ranked high among 
Canada’s export buyers. 
Canada takes the position 
that it is recognizing the Pek­ 
ing regime as the sole legal 
government of China, without 
endorsing or challenging Pek­ 
ing’s claim to Formosa as 
Chinese territory. 
There have been indications 
that the United States might 
be willing some day to enter 
into 
relations with 
Peking, 
but this would not r.ecessarily 
change the attitude of Ameri­ 
ca toward its ally, the Natio­ 
nalist government 
on 
For­ 
mosa. It has been suggested 
by various proponents of com­ 
promise on admission of Red 
China to the United Nations 
that each government be gi­ 
ven representation in the U.S. 
as an independent entity. 


Seek Understanding 


The more the Red Chinese 
strengthen their position as a 
nuclear power, the more real­ 
istic 
it 
is 
for 
the 
other 
countries of the world to seek 
a basis of understanding so as 
to avoid open hostilities. 
The purpose of the current 
talks 
between 
the 
United 
States and Russia is to get an 
agreement limiting strategic 
armaments as a supplement 
to the ban on the spread of 
nuclear weapons. But unless 
some sense of responsibility 
is exercised by the nations 
that now have nuclear power, 
it is likely that the other 
countries will not be satisfied 
and will want to have nuclear 
weapons of their own. These 
are among the troublesome 
questions that are certain to 
be factors in the talks on 
arm s limitation between the 
United States and the Soviet 
Union. 
It is significant that a group 
of 18 western nations has sub­ 
mitted a resolution in the U.S. 
which would require that in 
order for Red China to be ad­ 
mitted, a two-thirds vote of 
the General Assembly will be 
necessary. This clearly indi­ 
cates that a controversy will 
arise over Red China’s admis­ 
sion and that, if a compro­ 
mise is reached, it will be on 
the basis of according a sepa­ 
rate status to Red China and 
Nationalist China. The real 
problem will come if any ef­ 
fort is made to amend the 
charter to give Red China the 
permanent seat on the Secur­ 
ity Council which Nationalist 
China now holds.

Proposition 6 on the Nov. 3 ballot would permit 
the Teachers’ Retirement Fund to invest in common 
and preferred stock as well as shares in mutual 
funds. 


The idea is to increase the earning capacity of the 
fund, whu h now totals $1.5 billion dollars. The legis­ 
lature has permitted any retirement lund other than 
the teachers, to make this type of investment. 


Consequently, if the voters want to be fair, they 
will approve the* teachers playing the stock market 
as well as the other state employes. The teachers 
would be limited to investing not more than 25 per 
cent of the* fund, with not more than five per cent 
placed in any one corporation. 


Through improved investments with higher earn­ 
ing rates the burden to slate taxpayers can be re­ 
duced. The men ure is endorsed by a wide range of 
groups and individuals.
